morning for robbery. 

_ Both men pleaded guilty to oo 
charge of robbing a taxi driver, Li 
Pak-san, of $35 ond a wristwatch 
on nv path leading to 408 Repulse 


Bay Road on ‘July 10. 


Mr A. Hooton, Crown Counsel, 
who appeared for the prosecution, 
assisted by Det. Sub-Inspector G. 
E. Willerton, sald that about 7.45 
pm, on July 30, the two accused 
hatled a taxi near the China Fieet 
‘Club. and asked to be taken to 
Repulse Bay. .A farce of $6 wus 
agreed upon. In point of fact, 
they did not go to Repulse Bay 
but to Deep Water Bay. There 
they decided {o return to Hongkong. 

Near 408 Repulse Bay Rond, one 
of the accused asked the driver to 
stop by. the house, One of them 
then got out and watked a little 
way away while the other man‘ hit 
the driver on the head ond pushed 
his head down to the scat. 


BRUISE ON TEMPLE 

When he recovered consclousness, 
the driver found the men gone and 
his wristwatch and a sum of $35 
He drove back to Hong- 
kong and reported to the police. A 
medical examination showed that he 
had a bruise over the left temple, 
‘but it was not dangerous, ° 

On August 29, Inspector Willerton 
saw Walker in the naval section of 
Queen Mary Hospital where he was 
® patient. He took a cautioned 
statement from Walker in which the 
accused sald that Caines had hit the 
taxi driver on the head. 

Later that day, Caines was secn 
In the Hospltal, which ho was 
visiting,. and taken to the police 
station because he was seen wearing 


. a wristwatch. This watch was put 


among o number of others and 
fdentified by the driver as his. 
Caines made a captioned statement 
in-which he sald that the robbery 
had been planned by Walker and 
himself.

At an 
identification parade, Walker. was 
picked out by the taxi driver who 
said he strongly suspected him of

would not be changed for at 
least a year.

RELIEF SOUCHT 


“As it is," he sald, “more than 
half of the 3,600 Independent film 
houses-in-the -United.

asked for relief from the quota. 
Some of them want the quota = re- 
duced. Many of them want the 
quota eliminated completely. 

A chain of houses which are 
operated by the film producing 
companics are satisfied with . the 
quota beenuse it ensures thelr 
picturesof showing, he sald. These 
comprise 1,150 theatres. 

“Although the quota went 
effect on October 1.” this source 
sold, "most film houses are still just 
going along as they were and hoping 
for the best. Some of them claim 
that due to the competitive situa- 
tlons, like two or more theatres in 
one neighbourhood, they have got 
to have American pictures to keep 
their audiences. « 

“Others are worrled that while the 
British industry may . produce the 
required number of films, the quality 
may not be uniformly high. Thus 
if they are committed to 45 percent 
of tho showing time, thoy may suffer 
losses from poor pictures. This 
accounts for the rush to meet the 
provisions of the quota.”
